The Battle tfChmtatf, aa Historical Poem, 
and other Poema.

tVe know 4ol a subject better calculated 
to inspire the boldest effort of (he epic 
muse, or one more rife with incidents 
peculiarly fitted to throw fife and anima- 
tion into every line that mi^ht be written, 
than that chosen by Mr. EiBe. The 
descent of the Danes on our coasts— the 
destmClive and desolating warfare which 
they carried on for so many years^the 
plundering of the monasteries and schools 
of learning throughout the coantiy, and 
the heroic manner in which many of the 
chieftains defended their possessions 
against those lawless invaders— and their 



final overthrow at the battle of Clontarf, 
by the gallant Brian Boirhoime. These, 
with many other equally interesting 
particulars, we expected to have found 
boldly described in a poem bearing 

the titi; of the little work before us 

But Mr. Ki^'g muse is certainly not fitted 
for such a task ; and, therefore, we find 
instead of a glowing description, a lanie 
spiritless production, decidedly quite un- 
worthy of the theme in hand. The '* otiier 
poems^' are scarcely a shade higher in 
character ; take for example the following 
stanza from a poem entitled " Tite Broken 
Heart,"

Perhaps some of our readers may be 
able to udderstaod tbu— we coafess it ia 
too sublime for us. 
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'Bxiraardimtry Cmensj "- Abort two 
miles from the city of KiHcebny, in the 
itaigbbouTfaood of tli« Park-kouse of the 
Donmore family « accnpial by (be Dak»of 
Ormond , are a number of caves, as curious 
perhaps, as any mentioned in history— 
those of Aatiparos, in the Archipelago, 
excepted. Th«y are thus described by a 
visitor to them t 

" After a ditBcttIt dtseent of about one 
hundred feet, tlie entrance into this sub- 
tersnean world ia gained. The appear- 
ance of the first cavern is uncommonly 
Bwfu), and gives rise to the idea of a Go- 
thic structure, grand in ruin. The solem- 
nity of this place is not a little increased 
In its effect by contrast with the gaiety of 
those sceaas which present themselves on 
every side previous to our entering it. 
The floor is uneven, and stones or rocks of 
various size arc scattered over it. The 
^ides are composed of ragged rock, in 
some parts covered with moss, and in others 
curiously frosted ; and from the arched 
roof several huge rocks project, that seem 
to threaten instant ruin. The circumfer- 
ence of thia cave is not less than two-hun- 
dred feet, and itsheight above fifty. There 
>s a small, but continual dropping of water 
from the ceiling, and a few petrifactions 
resembling icicles. This place has its in- 
habitants, for, OB entering it, you are sur- 
pnied with a confased noise, occasioned 
^y a mnltitade of wild pigeons, disturbed 



by your intmsioD. From this apartnieDt 
there is a passage to the left, where, by a 
fttuM ascent, a hole is gaitMl-, resemblin«f 
the aionlh of an oven, but targer, which 
introdncea yon to a place where, by the 
help of torches, day-light being entirely 
excluded, a surprising scene of monstrous 
stones piled on each othei*. and chequered 
with various colours, tremendous rocks, 
and an infinity of stalactites, presents it- 
self. Nature, one wonid imagine, designed 
the first cave as a preparative for what re- 
mains to be seen : by it the eye is famili- 
arized with uncommon and awful objects, 
and the mind totally fortified against those 
terrors, the natural result of a combination 
of appearances so surprising, terrific, and 
menacing. The spectator flnttera him- 
self that he has nothing to behold more 
awful, nor anything more dangereus to 
meet, than what ho finds in the first ravern. 
But he soon discovers bis mistake, for the 
bare want of that light which dresses na- 
ture ivith gaiety, is aloneenfiicienl to render 
the second far more dreadful. In the first 
place he fancies ruin frowns upon him frimi 
several parts ; but in this it is more imme- 
diately threatened from a thousand rocks, 
rudely piled on each othrr, bursting in on 
him from the bending sides, or pendent 
from the roof, while by one false step you 
are dashed to pieces in the precipice be- 
neath. It would indeed be impracticable 
to range over the apartment, had not na- 
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tore, at if studious of the enfety of the 
curioas, caused sipars to shoot from the 
surface of the rocks, which prevent your 
feet from slipping beneath, and at the sides 
serve as ladders, n-hereby you can ascend 
or descend with tolerable facility. This 
astoniabing passage leads to an apartment 
far more curious than any of the rest. On 
enteriDg it,.one is induced to believe him- 
self in some ancient temple, decorated with 
all the expence and magnificence of art ; 
yet notwithstaodipg, the splendour and 
beauty that cafches the eye on every side, 
there is something of solemnity in the fa- 
shion of the place, which causes itself to 
be felt by the most inditFerent spectator. 
The floor is covered with a crystalline sab- 
stance, and the sides in many places en- 
crusted with the same, fashioned in style 
not unlike the Gothic style of ornament ; 
and the top is embossed with inverted py- 
ramids of the like beautifully white and 
lucid matter. At the points of these sla- 
lactytes. are perpetually hanging drops of 
pellucid water; for when one falls another 
succeeds. These splendid gems contribute 
not a little to the glorious appearance of 
the roof, which , when illuminated , appears 
as if formed of the purest crystal. Here 
also are three extraordinary and beautiful 
congelations, which, without the aid of a 
strong imagination, may be taken for aa 
organ, an altar, and a cross. The former, 
except when strictly examined, appears to 
be a regular work of art, and is of a con- 
siderable size : the second is of a simple 
form, rather long than square ; and the 
cross reaches from the flour to the roof, 
which may be about twenty feet. These 
curious figures are produced by the water 
which distils from the upper part of the 
cave, impregnated with lime, which by 
gradual petrifaction, acquired at length 
those forms now so pleasing. When this 
curious apartment has been sufficiently ex- 
amined, the guides lead you a considerable 
way through winding passages, until a 
glimmering light agreeably surprises you. 
iiere your journey— a quarter of a mile 
from the entrance— terminates : but on re- 
turning to the first cavern, an entrance 
into other apartments as extensive, though 
less curious, presents itself. The passages 
iutp some are so low, that you are obliged 
io creep through them ; by these you 
proceed, till the noise of a subterraneous 
river is heard ; but further none have 
ventured." 

Aff''"!^ "t Swan Jiiijcr. — By accounts in 
the Indian papers, we learn that there 
has been a bailie royal between the set- 
tlers and the natives, at the new establish- 
ment of Swan River. The quarrel com- 
menced id an attempt at theft by the na- 
tives at Perth. The aborigines made a 
great show of courage ; they dared the 
settlers to fight ; and one of them ad- 



vanced and quickly knocked down a cor> 
poral with his waddie, a stick about two 
feet and a half long, and an inch in dia- 
meter. The chieS ascended the trees 
like monkeys, and chattered to (the news- 
papers say harangued) their tribes from 
the tops of the branclies. In such situa- 
tions they were shot at with facility ; but 
they feared not the thunder and light- 
ning of the Europeans; and seven of their 
number were killed. The whole certaioly 
must have been as unique as everything 
that is counected with this wonderful set- 
tlement. 

The Nerves. — By the assistance of "a 
newly invented galvanometer> of a very 
delicate construction, it has been ascer- 
tained that the hypothesis of the existence 
of electric currents in the nerves, is des- 
titute of foundation- 

Human Fossil Bones. — M. Bernardihas 
visited a grotto at the foot of IVlount Grif- 
fon, and precisely at the extremity of that 
little post which commands the sources of 
Mare Dolce, near Palermo. The follow- 
ing is the order of succession of depo- 
sits; — 1. bones mingled with calcareous 
stones and clay ; 2. bones cemeuted to the 
rock, and to calcareous tuffa ; 3. bones 
cemented to the rock, and to indurated 
clay ; 4, bones cemented to pieces of 
rock and to qnartz, by means of a cal- 
careous cement. The walls of the grot- 
to above the deposits are rough and 
pierced by a species of modiola, while 
those beneath are smooth i and as it were 
polished. The bones have evidently beea 
deposited at different periods : and besides 
those of the human species, belong to hip* 
popniimi of ditTereiit sizes, to the mani- 
moth, and to other mammiferse.— Ciornafe 
ojficiale di Palermo, April, IfeSO. 

AeK Fire Escape.- Durhy' a fire and 
burglary alarm, fur which a patent has 
been taken out, has the appearance of a 
wardrobe : wires connected with it are 
attached to the various doors and windows, 
and in the event of thieves breaking in, 
or fire taking place, a bell alarms the in- 
mates of the house, and at the same in- 
stant it lights a candle, and presents a 
tablet showing the name of the apartment 
where either of those disagreeable agents 
are carrying on their work of destruction. 

Lost Greenland.-7-Tbe Tndicateur of Ca- 
lais has the following: — We learn from 
Copeuhagen, that an expedition which 
sailed from that port in iMay last, suc- 
ceeded in reaching the eastern coast of 
Greenland, where some Norwegian colo- 
nists settled eight centuries ago, and to 
which all access had since been prevented 
by the ice. The expedition found there 
the descendants of the primitive colonists. 
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vho stilt profess ChrUtianify, Their lan- 
guage is (bat of the Norwegians of (he 
teatb century. 

Benjamin Constant. — This (gentleman 
was a fine German scholar, and contriboted 
niQch to introduce the philosophy of Ger- 
many into France. We perceive that 
the government had decreed the Pantheon 
1o be re-opened for the reception of the 
ashes of great men, and that M. Constant 
is to be interred there ; — forming-, to be- 
gin with, an eicepfion to the general rale, 
that ten years mwst elapse after the death 
of the individuals, to enable posterity to 
judge of the validity of their claim to 
this national honour. 

Polish Leaders. — Prince Adam Czar- 
toriaiky was horn Jannary 14, 1770, and is 
the son of Prince Adam Casirnir Cssr- 
tori.sky. He is descended in a direct line 
from the Jageltons. Grand Dokes of Li- 
thuania, who reigned over Poland* He 
was educated in Kngland. On returning 
to his native country, in 1795, he was sent 
to Russia as a hostage, along with Ma 
brother Prince Constanline. At Pelers- 
burgh he formed a particular friendship 
with Alexander 1. and became Mioister 
of Affairs, until (he peace of Tilsit. Out 
of all the decorations which the Emperor 
oGTered him, the only one he accepted was 
that of the White Eagle of Poland. For 
some time he has lived, like the Dnke of 
Orleans, in retirement on his estates ; like 
him, too, he will probably be calledto 
reign over his fellow-sutjects. Klopieki, 
who is at the head of all the Polish troops, 
was born in Poland, and went through his 
first campaigns during the war of inde- 
pendence, and fonght unremittingly under 
Oombrowski in italy. He commanded 
the first regiment of Infantry of the Vis- 
tala in the campaign of Poland, in 1807, 
and the four regiments of the Vistula in 
^puin in 1808 ; he aided at (he siege of 
Saragossa, and he contributed to the suc- 
cess of the battle of Sagunto. He was 
general of a brigade in fhe imperial guard 
io 18 IS, and was afterwards wounded at 
Bmoleasko. 

i^opulation of Pokmd.—Ai the begin* 
Ding of 1829, the kingdom of Poland (t. 
t' the Russian province bo called, of which 
Warsaw is the metropolis) contained 
4,088,389 souls, exclusive of the army, 
fhe increase since the year 1826, had 
therefore been 383,983. The Jewish por- 
tion of the inhabitants had been almost 
universally located in distinct quarters ; 
<hey amounted to 384,«dS individuaU. 
The extent of property insured in the 
Warsaw Assnr«nce-offiee was 4«0,000.000 
guldens (^^33,350,000) in value. Warsaw 
>*»«lf posaesan a population of 186,354 
*ouls, independeatlyof a garrison of about 



15,000 men ; and of this population, 
30,146 are of the Israelitisfa faith.
